UR Letters from Valencia of the 26th 

of laft Month have brought us the fol- 

lowing Particulars of the Enemies Ex- 

pedition on the Coaft of thar Kingdom. 

After having taken in Water at Altea, 
they came before Denia, which being an open Place 
and wholly defencelefs, there was no Garriton in it. 
They landed there 4co feditious Vagabonds, of the 
number of thofe wko in the Year 1692 revolted a- 
gainft their Lords, to exempt themfelves from their 
Duty of Vaffalage : Thefe Perfons were taken on 
Board at Altea, under 4 Chiefs, all of them Outlaws, 
whofe Names are Bacet, Ramos, Avila, and Gil Ca- 
becos: They were promis'd in the Name of the Arch- 
Duke, that they fhould be exempted from all manner 
of Impofts; but above all to be infranchis’d for 
ever from all Homage due from them to their Lords, 
and that ail the Lands they could make themfelves 
Mafters of fhould be their own. Not one of the 
Gentry came in to em. Nay there was nox any 
Town or Village that declar’d for em, except only 
the Inhabtrants of a little Hamlet, call’d Xalo, where 
there are only a few Fifhermen, or idle Perfons, to 
whom they gave fome Ammunition and then fet fail 
for the Coaft of Catalonia. Mean-while the Mar- 
quifs of Villagarcia, Viceroy of Valencia, gave Or- 
ders with great Diligence for drawing together the 
regular Troops and the Militia, in cafe the Enemy 
fhould have made a Defcentat Denia. By the 17th, 
there were 8 Troops of Horfe of 40 Troopers each, 
and 20 Companies of Foor, of 75 Men each, ina 
condition of marching ; the Towns and other Places, 
tho’ they are not oblig’d to contribute to the Mili- 
tia, having promis’d to defray the Soldiers Expences 
going and coming. The general Rendezvous was 
firft appointed at Gandia, but it has been fince or- 
der’d at Oliva, becaufe’ that Place is nearer Denia. 
The Nobility and Gentry of the Country come in 
from all Parts to the Viceroy, and promife to oppofe 
the Enemy with their Lives and Fortunes. The 
Clergy, on the firft notice of the Enemies landing 
wenr to the Arch-Bifhop of Valencia, to make him 
the like Promifes; and the Example of that City 
has been follow'd by the Ecclefiafticks of the whole 
Diocefs, who have offer'd even the Plate of their 
Churches, faying the War was now come to be a 
War of Religion, fince the Arch-Duke was at the 
Head of an Army, compos’d of none but Hereticks. 
They have fince written to the Kinga very refpectful 
Lerter and full of Proteftations of Fidelity. The 
Duke of Gandia, who has many great Eftates in the 
Kingdom of Valencia, is gone poft thither to en- 
courage by his Prefence the People to continue in 
their Allegiance. We have Advice by Letters from 
Barcelona, that on the 27th, the Enemy were con- 
tinuing to land their Troops, and that Don Prancif- 
co de Velafco, Viceroy of Catalonia, had given all 
the neceffary Orders to oppofe their Defigns. A Par- 
ty commanded by Don Jofeph de Ocio Salazar has 
taken fome Englifh Prifoners, one of whom fays they 
have 8000 Men that are to be landed, and that this 
number might be increas’d by 4000 Seamen ; thar 
their Cayalry, when they were imbark’d might a-

mount to 1400 Horfe, but that they were now in a 
very ill Condition, having fufter'd very much, and 
many of them being «ead in the Voyage. Some o- 
ther Prifoners and Deferters make not their Troops 
amount to fo many ; may they fay there are fearce 
500 Horfe in condition to ferve : ‘hey report farther 
that the Enemies are landing 8 Cannon and 2 Mor- 
tars. The Nobility and common People of the Prin- 
cipality of Catalonia have hitherto given all pozfible 
Marks of their Loyalty and Zeal, except only abour 
800 Peafants of the Plain of Vick, who have fecur'd 
fome of the Paffes to cut off the Provifions. The 
Miquelets have begun to fall upon them ; and on the 
26th, they charg’d one of their Parties, and kill’d fe- 
veral of them. They brought 2 of their Chiefs of 
“em to Barcelona, where they were hang’d that very 
Day, the People expreffing great Satisfaction at the 
Punifhment of thofe Rebels. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated September 22. 
Paris, September 14. Our laft Advices from Spain 
confirm that 3 or 400co Peafants of the Kingdom of 
Valencia have taken up Arms in behalf of their King 
Charles III. and have already poffefs’d themfelves of 
fome Pofts ; but that the Nobility have been with 
the Viceroy to offer him their Service, and that the 
Inhabitants of Valencia and of fome other Towns, 
together with Priefts and Monks of all the feveral 
The 
fame Advices confirm that the Trenches were open’d 
before Barcelona the 31ft of laft Month, and thar rhe 
Communication of that Place with Perpignan was in- 
tirely cut off. The Troops the Enemies have landed, 
confift of 19 Battallions Englith and Dutch, amount- 
ing to 11000 Men, and of 8 Squadrons of Dragoons. 
Thefe Forces being Mafters of the Country, the E- 


miflaries of King Charles run all over the Province, ° 


to perf{wade the People to acknowledge that Prince, 
and to fubmit to his Obedience, and many have al- 
ready taken an Oath of Fidelity to him. The Prince 
of Darmftat is forming fome Regimets of Miquelers. 
faid, the Viceroy has difcover'd a 
in Barcelona to deliver up the Place ; and that he 
has taken up the principal Confpirators. The Troops 
that were order'd for Catalonia, advance but flowly, 
and ’tis now faid they will not go thither at all. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated September 22. 

Montpellier, September 6. Twu days ago we re- 
ceiv’d Letters from Gironne and Rofes in Catalonia, 
which advis’d that the Enemies, after they had land- 
ed about 100co Men in that Principality, were join’d 
by 5000, who had taken up Arms in the Province of 
Vick : That they had landed afterwards 37 Pieces of 
Cannon and 20 Mortars, with Ammunition in good 
Store ; That all the little Towns, Boronghs and 
Villages a-round Barcelona had declar'd for theisKing 
Charles the 3d, and already taken an Oath of Fide- 
lity to him; that the Soldiers of the Garrifon oi 
Barcelona, who were upon the Guard at the Gate 
Sr. Angelo, had likewife deferred to the Enemy, 
with all their Officers, the Captain only excepted ; 
That fome otber Officers who were accus’d of hold- 
ing Correfpondence with the Enemy, had been {e- 
eur’'d by Order of the Viceroy, who had caus’d a 
Captain. of Horfe to be beheaded. Today we have 
receiv'd other Letters from Gironne and Oftalric, 
which fay that the Enemy have already form’d the 
Siege of Barcelona : That on the 31ft of laft Month 
in the Evening they kad open’d the Trenches before 
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thar Place on the fide of the Mills that are behind 
the Crofs of St. Francis: That they are raifing their 
Batteries with all poffible Diligence ; That they were 

reparing 3 feveral Accacks againft the Place; That 
King Chailes Lil. commanded in Perfon at one of 
thele Attacks, the Prince of Hefle Darmftad at an- 
other, and the Malecontents of Vick the third ; That 
feveral great Towns had declar’d for King Charles : 
That the Governours of Gironne and Rofes preffed 
very hard for fome {peedy Relief to be fent them, 
declaring they could not otherwife make any Refitt- 
ance in cafe they were attack’d ; and that the Vice- 


roy had likewile given to underitand, that Barcelona - 


was in great danger, as well as all Catalonia. We 
have here but 6 Battallions of regular Troops, and $ 
Companies of the 2d Battalion ot Languedoc "twas 
believ’d thefe Troops would have march’d to the Re- 
jief of Catalonia, togethet with fome others that 
might have been drawn out of other Places : But 
they have not yet receiv’d any Orders to march. 
Pars, September 14. The Court has receiv’d the 
Confirmation of the frenches being open’d before 
Barcelona and thar che Enemy are working on their 
Barteries with great Diligence, and had already land- 


ed 37 pieces of heavy Cannon and 20 Mortars. Thiac 
King Charles had taken up his Quarters at the Caftle 


of Fanges, Prince Darmftadt his, arthe Cattle of Cel- 
lares, and the Rebels of Vick, theirs in che Valley 
from Hofpitaletto extending rhemfelves from that 
Place to the Mouth of the Haven. We are more 
and more apprehenfive of this lofurrection in Cata- 
lonia, left ic fhould become a general Revolt, We 
thave Advice by Letters from Lions, that the Com- 
munication between Perpignan and Barcelona is fiut 
np, and that the Malecontents ef Vick have feizd 
{ome of our Couriers, and taken away their Mails, 
From the Leiden Courant, dated September 23. 
Geneva, September it. They write from feveral 
Places, that there was a Report, that the Neapoli- 
tan Guards, who came fome time fince to Barcelona, 
had, together with their Gencral the Duke of Popoli,

Chat all the little Towns thereabouts bad taken an 
Oath of Fidelity to that Prince ; afid that the Troops 
that were order’d from France for Italy, were coun- 
termanded, and had taken the Route of Catalonia. . 

"Tis given ont at Court, 
that the Marquis of Byrona is come into Caralonia 
with fome Horfe [the Paris Letter fays 1800] anda 
Body of Foot, ana’tis hop’d he will render the taking 
of Barcelona very difficult to the Allies.

Geneva, September 10. They write from Perpi- 
gn2n of the 5th Inftanr, That Advice was come thither 
from Catalonia, that the Allies had begun to bombard 
the Tows of Barcelona ; That thereupon ’twas ex- 
pected there would bea great Infurrection in the 
Town,end that the Viceroy had fecur'd the Gover- 
nour and Yown Major, for holding Correfpondence 
with Kiog Charles the 3d.

We 
alfo hcar of a Detachment to be fent ro Prince Lewis 
of Badea, to facilicace his Defigns in Germany, We 
hear of a Scheme of a Line to be drawn ia Brabanr, 
by which our Forces will be in a Condition to,put,a 
very confiderable parc of Brabant under Coniributi- 
on, and iecure Winter-quarcers for a good number of 
our Troops. Several Generals and Minifters of State 
of m.it Parties engag’d in this prefenr War, Ddeing 
now at Aken or Aix la Chapelle give Occafion of 
Difcou:fes concerning a Treaty of Peace,’ and fome 
fay, That Monfieur de Quiros has made fome Pro- 
pofals towards fettling the Preliminaries of it; but 
tis generally thought this is bur a trick of France, to 
amufe the Allies by proffering fome of . them {epa- 
rately very favourable Terms, &c. We have pofi- 
tive Difcourfes here, That moft of our Men of War 
are to ftay in the Mediterranean ; and yet feveral 
Tranfport Ships are hired. to bring them all neceflary 
Supplies under a very good Convoy. We expect to 
hear of Barcelona’s being {urrender’d every Day ; 
and our laft News gives us.an Account thar the Dif-
